Parliament of Our Royal Predeceſlor, King Charles the Second; all Merchants, 
Trad«ſ-men and others whatſoever, as well Strangers as Natives, upon any Col- 
lour or Pretext whatſoever, are diſcharged to export turth ofthis Kingdom, any 
Broken-copper, or Braſs, under the pain of Confiſcation of what ſhall be appre- 
hended in the Exporting 3 the one half to be applyed for Our uſe, and the 0- 
ther half for the uſe of the Diſcoverer and Apprehender of the ſame : Neverthe- 
leſs, ſundry of Our Leidges, and others within this Our Antient Kingdom, in 
maniFeſt Contempt and Defraud of the faid AR of Parliament, as if the ſamine 
were indeſuetude, have preſumed to export Broken braſs and.Copper furth of 
this Realm, to the great prejudice of this Kingdom, and Diſcouragment of.;the 
Tradeſ-men and Artiſts within the ſame. Therefore, We with. Advice of the 
Lords of Our Privy Council, for puting the ſaid AR of Parliament in Execution;Do 
expreſly prohibit and diſcharge all Merchants, Tradeſ-men and others whatſoe- 
ver,as well Strangers as Natives,upon any collour or pretext whatſoever,to export 
furth of this Kingdom, any Broken.copper or Braſs, under the pain above-.ſet- 
down, contained in the foreſaid At of Parliament; And We with advice fore- 
faid, Require and Command the reſpeQive ColleQors and Surveyers at their ſe- 
veral Ports, to uſe exaQ diligence, that there be no Contravention of the Pre- 
miles by any of Our Leidges, as they and each of them will be anſwerable. OUR 
WILL IS HEIRE FORE, and We Charge you ſtrialy, and Command, 
that incontenent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-croſs of Edinbargh, 
and to the Mercat-croſſes of the ſeveral Sea-towns, Ports, or Burghs within this 
Kingdom, or other placesneedful g and there in Our Name and Authority,make 
Publication of the Premifles, that none pretend Ignorance ; And ordains theſe 

preſents ro be Printed.
